Scandal of patients treated in corridors 


OVERCROWDING in 
Scotland's emergency 
departments has led to 
more than half treating 
patients in corridors, 
research has found. 

The Royal College of 
Emergency Medicine 
(RCEM) analysed data to 
capture a “snapshot” of an 
average Monday night in 
A&E units during four 
weeks in March and April. 

With 21 out of 29

14 reported patients were 
being treated in corridors. 
Of the 826 patients in 
the 21 A&Es, 12.8 per cent 

(106 people) were being 
treated in the corridor. 
The RCEM said the 
problem of overcrowding 
happens across the UK. 
Dr John-Paul Loughrey, 
its vice-president for 
Scotland, said: “These 


findings are unfortunately 
not surprising for anyone 
who has worked in or 
visited an A&E in Scotland 
in the last few years.” 

Dr Adrian Boyle, 
president of the RCEM, 
added: “We need more 
staffed beds, improved 
staff retention and 
improved social care 
provisions so we can Safely 
discharge people and 
therefore reduce 


dangerously long A&E wait 
times that are currently 
being endured.”

SKIPPER John Clark, back 


in Peterhead Harbour after 
a week at sea, doesn't have 
a lot of time for the parties 
vying for his vote this 
general election. 

“I spoke to a lad last night 
and he said politicians are like 
nappies - they have to be 
changed daily, and for the same 
reason, he told us as we caught 
up with him dockside. 

That mistrust and disdain 
for politicians is everywhere in 
Peterhead - for good reason. 

Fishermen, who overwhelm- 
ingly backed Brexit in 2016, 
thinkingit would end hated EU 
fisheries policies, feel betrayed 
by the Tories for keepingthem 
locked into Brussels quotas. 

In Scotland, unsuccessful 
SNP and Green attempts to 
foist no-fishing zones - or 
Highly Protected Marine Areas 
(HPMAs) - on 10 per cent of 
waters were met with outrage. 

Now, these people have as 
their Tory candidate the 
outgoing Scottish leader 
Douglas Ross - but only after 
he shoved his party colleague 
and respected former MP 
David Duguid out of the way. 

Inatown such as Peterhead, 
already distrustful of 
politicians, that was perhaps a 
bold move for a man who 
wants these peoples votes. 

Clark, in charge ofthe vessel 
Reliance III and a skipper for 
more than three decades, said:

Conservatives over the SNP. He 
wanted to stand again this year 
in the redrawn Aberdeenshire 
North and Moray East 
constituency - and had been 
approved by local Tory 
members. 

But Duguid, who 
had been recovering 
from spinal surgery, 
was set aside at the 
llth hour by party 
bosses or, as critics have more 
colourfully put it, stabbed in 
the back. 

All to make way for Ross - 
who, despite promising he 
would stick to Holyrood, has 
now U-turned to gun for 
another Westminster seat, 


even agreeing to sacrifice his 
leadership of the Scottish 
Tories to see it through, and 
amid fury from his own ranks. 

Clark can only laugh when I 
ask him if hes ever seen a party 


leader quit midway through an 
election before. But hes far less 
amused by how Duguid has 
been treated. 

“I actually think even if 
David Duguid wheeled about 
in a wheelchair or a mobility 


scooter, he still would have got 
the vote; he said. 
"Regardless of what 
happened with Brexit and all 
that betraying, he still did alot

Who won last time? 

This is a new seat but its 
closest equivalent in 2019, 
Banff and Buchan, was 
retained by Tory David 
Duguid, increasing his 
majority to more than 4000. 
The redrawn constituency 
contains part of Moray - the 
old Moray seat was won by 
Douglas Ross five years ago, 
although he squeaked home 
by about 500 votes. 


Who are the contenders? 
For decades, this was an SNP 
stronghold - with Banff and 
Buchan held by Alex 
Salmond from 1987 to 2010 
and Eilidh Whiteford until 
2017. Moray was represented 
first by Margaret Ewing then 
Angus Robertson over the 
same period. This is among 
the Nationalists’ top targets. 


What swing does the SNP 
need to win? 

Combining the results from 
the two old constituencies in 
2019, just 2.6 per cent. They 
may be aided by Nigel 
Farage's Reform squeezing 
the Tory vote from the right. 


Did this area back Brexit? 
Moray was the council area 
in Scotland that came closest 
with 50.1 per cent voting to 
stay in the EU. The fishing 
industry was widely 
supportive of Brexit - hurting 
pro-EU SNP candidates in the 
2017 snap general election. 


So what area does the 
constituency cover? 

The port towns of Peterhead 
and Fraserburgh and other 
coastal spots such as Banff, 
Cruden Bay, Rosehearty and 
Portsoy. It also reaches 
inland to a spate of farming 
villages such as Aberchirder. 
Crossing into Moray, it 
includes settlements such as 
Buckie, Keith and Fochabers. 


What are the big issues? 
Fishing and farming. Oil and 
gas is also an important 
topic here, with a huge gas 
terminal at St Fergus near 
Peterhead. 


Anything else? 

The SNP government's 
failure to dual the A90 and 
A96 as originally promised 
by Alex Salmond is another 
election issue.

OUR NHS is beyond the point where 
we can Say it is in crisis. It seems to 
be at breaking point. 

Accessing a GP is becoming 
increasingly difficult and one in six Scots 
is languishing on a waiting list.

New analysis shows how bad it is in 
Scotland's emergency departments. 

Overcrowding has led to more than 
half treating patients in corridors. 

Of the 826 patients across the 21 emer- 
gency departments, 12.8 per cent were 
being treated on trolleys in the corridor. 

Little wonder Dr John-Paul Loughrey 
of the Royal College of Emergency Medi- 
cine has described the figures as “truly 
heartbreaking”. He said the situation 
facing many people is “devastating”,

In 2022, Downing tweeted 
about how he wanted to “beat 
the f**k out of some terfs and 
transphobes". 

He also tweeted “I fes 


hate terfs and transphobes 
with such a passion: 

The tweets caused Harry 
Potter author JK Rowling to 
say: "Nicola Sturgeon’s 
Scotland - A place where an 
equalities officer feels free to 
declare in public how much he 
wants to beat up non- 


compliant women.’ Downing’s 
comments were revealed in our 
sister paper the Sunday Mail 
after he had been elected as 
equalities officer for the SNP's 
London branch in October 
2022. He later resigned from 
the post. 

A photograph also emerged 
of Downing posing with former 

first minister 
Sturgeon at an SNP 
conference in 
Aberdeen. 
During proceed- 
ings, jurors were 
played a video recording of 
evidence given by the 
22-year-old victim who was 
blackmailed by Downing. 

He told the court how he and 
Downing had consensual sex 
but this stopped. 

The man, who can't be 
identified for legal reasons, told 


the court Downings reaction 
to this decision “terrified” him. 

One female victim spoke of 
how Downing was a “bit of a 
loaded gun” who could get 
“personal” and “nasty”. 

Speaking about the abuse 
she suffered after a party, the 
witness said she remembered 
Downing telling her she had to 
take her clothes off and her 
dress being taken off. 

She later woke up in bed and 
Downing came into the room 
and she said he “snarled in my 
face, everything was my fault 
and he had to leave now 
because of me’. 

The following day she 
noticed she was “covered in 
bruises” and said: "It was like I 
had been battered’ 

Downing will be sentenced 
at the High Court in Edinburgh 
on July 16.

A GROUP of St Johnstone fans 
have been awarded a collective 
£100,000 payout after a supporters’ 
bus burst into flames. 

Five people were rushed to hospital 
following the terrifying blaze on the A9 
near Auchterarder, Perthshire, in 
November 2021. 

Nine fans suffered injuries 
ranging from broken bones, 
fractures, cuts and bruises 
and PTSD. 

The coach-load of about 
70 supporters were on their 
way back to Perth from a 
league cup match at 
Hampden in Glasgow. 

Lawyers acting for the fans 
revealed Stagecoach had 
admitted liability. 

Robert Kernaghan, partner 
at Digby Brown solicitors, said: “When 
you view the images of the bus fire, it 
really is remarkable that more people 
were not injured by this harrowing and 
completely avoidable accident. 

“We acted for a total of nine fans 
affected by this incident, many of whom 
will continue to be affected long into the 
future, and we are pleased to help them 
secure rightful damages so they may 
access the kind of support they deserve.

“After 
graduating I moved to London and 
did a lot of fringe theatre as well as 
working in the city,’ she said.

The UK Health Security 
Agency (UKHSA) 
confirmed yesterday that 
snacks made by Greencore 
and Samworth Brothers 
were being recalled. 
They supply Aldi, Asda, 
Co-op and Morrisons. 
The UKSHA said there 
have been 211 casesto date 
in the UK, with 35 in 
Scotland, and 42 per cent 
of those infected were 
admitted to hospital. 
Food Standards Scotland 
has joined the UKHSA in 


launching a 

probe into the 
outbreak to help iden- 
tify foods commonly 
consumed by people who 
have tested positive. 

A product recall notice 
has been enforced on 


Greencore and Samworth 
Brothers sandwiches, 
wraps, subs and rolls as a 
precautionary measure. 
Darren Whitby, head of 
incidents at the FSA, said:

A FORMER paratrooper 
has appeared in court 
accused of two murders on 
Bloody Sunday. 

The man, known only as 
Soldier F, is accused of 
murdering James Wray, 22, 
and William McKinney, 26.

Relatives of victims 
packed the public gallery 
at Belfast Crown Court as 
Soldier F appeared for the 
first time since he was 
charged in 2019.

A date for the trial is 
yet to be fixed.

Luke had been con- 
ceived during a holiday romance with a 
bartender in Portugal, shortly before 
she began dating Gary. 

Unsure which of the two men was the 
father, Liz went ahead with the preg- 
nancy, only learning the truth when 
Luke was born. Fearing what it might 
mean for her burgeoning relationship 
with Gary, she chose to keep it a secret.

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ORGREAVE 40 YEARS

HE Battle of Orgreave was one of the 
bloodiest clashes in the history of 
industrial disputes, and while 40 
years may have passed since striking 
miners were savagely battered by an army 
of police, their wounds remain wide open. 

Many have been left mentally scarred by 
the traumatic events ofJune 18, 1984, when 
a peaceful picket turned into a bloodbath. 

And those who were on the receiving end 
of the police brutality remember their 
horrific experiences like it was yesterday. 

It was a beautiful day, three months into 
the strike, when pickets answered a call to 
attend Orgreave coking works near 
Sheffield, hoping to stop steel production 
and put pressure on the Tory government. 

Miners, who have spent years trying to 
get an inquiry into the pitched battles which 
left more than 100 pickets and police 
injured, believe they had walked into a trap 
set by senior officers and Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher's cabinet in a bid to force 
them to break the strike. 

Around 5000 of them faced 6000 officers, 
many in riot gear, and there were 95 arrests. 

Former pickets opened up about their 
ordeals as they prepared for a rally today in 
Sheffield, organised by Orgreave Truth and 
Justice Campaign. 

One, Patrick McCarroll, 62, said of the 
rampaging police: “It was like they wanted 
to kill us, honestly that's the feeling. 

"I can still hear the hoofs. I escaped but I 
could see people injured big time. Every 
second person you saw had a burst head 

Patrick also told how he heard one ofthe 
police bosses shouting: “Bodies not heads’ 

Kevin Horne, 75, added: “We had to run 
for our lives back through the field, chased 
by a great big horse and a man on it with a 
great big stick. It didn’t do to get caught. 

^I hope that we don't go to our graves 
without getting justice because a lot of the 
men have already died’ 

Ian Mitchell, 66, who lived in Rotherham 
at the time of the battle, said: “It was like 
Northern Ireland without the guns. 

"I saw things that day that still live with 
me... the brutality of the police. 

“We were portrayed as the 
bad guys and accused of 
rioting. The only rioters 
were the police. You got 
the impression they just g 
wanted to do us in. ; 

“You had huge lines of 
police, with long shields, 
short shields, coppers in 
helmets and in face visors, 
you had horses and dogs. 

“Iwas 26. I was in trainers, a 
pair of jeans and a T-shirt. 

“Then the police charge came and the 
horses and that’s when it got really scary. I 
was chased across a main railway line which 
had intercity trains running along it. 

“There were hundreds of us being 
chased. I still to this day wonder how 
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nobody died. They called us 
the enemy within when we 
à were just fighting for the 
right to work? 
A new film STRIKE: An 
X Uncivil War has been 
j| released describing how, in 
January 1983, there was a 
party in the Home Office 
with senior police to mark a 
“public order manual" to create 
a new paramilitary police force. 
Thatcher is said to have wanted revenge 
for the strikes of 1972 and 1974 which 
brought down PM Edward Heath. Ian 
added: “It weighed on them like a night- 
mare. That's why Orgreave was so brutal.”

“I just want it all to come out not just 
about Orgreave but all the other tricks, the 
road blocks, the false imprisonment and the 
police invading our villages after Orgreave. 
It was like being under siege” 

Andrew Watson, 58, from Scotland, was 
the youngest miner sacked during the strike 


at 19. He said: “We were fighting for 
our communities and our jobs. 

“It was extremely hard 
mentally as a teenager. One of 
my close friends who was just 
a year older than me didnt 
last many years. He committed 
suicide. We need a full inquiry 
into the strike. My wounds have 
never healed” 

Bruce Wilson, 69, from Rawmarsh, 
Yorkshire, was a flying picket at Orgreave. 
He said: “It was like war time. 

“Our phones were tapped and police were 
parked watching miners’ welfare clubs. 

“What I saw at Orgreave was so brutal. It 
was horrendous. 

"I saw them knock seven bells out of 
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miners with their truncheons. 
They [the police] could do 
what they wanted and get 
away with it? 
Bruce told how he fled down 
an alley where he met another 
young miner. He added: “An 
officer on a horse stopped and 
shouted, ‘Come on lads, let's have

Bruce warned the young man not to 
trust the police but he stepped out. 

He said: “He was whacked at full force on 
the top of his head and collapsed to the 
ground like a stone. There was blood every- 
where. That day it came very close to death” 

Grandad Jim Tierney, 68, from Sauchie in 
Clackmannanshire, told how in 2022 miners 


in Scotland were pardoned for certain crim- 
inal records relating to the strike, which 
lasted almost a year. 

He said: “We would like an inquiry into 
Orgreave, weve always known it was a 
fit-up. It’s important those miners in 
England and Wales get pardoned too. 

“People were traumatised after being 
arrested and being put in jail” The cases 
against the men held eventually collapsed. 

Orgreave Truth and Justice Campaign 
secretary Kate Flannery said the group is 
demanding an inquiry to shine “a light on 
the lies and cover-ups’. 

This week they were given hope when 
the Labour Party manifesto included a 
commitment to an investigation or probe 
into the shocking events of 40 years ago.

ALL eyes are on the Euros 
but that doesn't mean that 
Celtic can afford to take 
theirs off the ball in the 
transfer market. 

And while it's still very early 
days in the summer Brendan 
Rodgers needs to make a new 
keeper his No.1 priority. 

Theres no doubt Celtic will 
have to do plenty of business in 
the window in several areas. 

But they cant underestimate 
just how important it's going to 
betolandatop-class goalie. 
Thereis a massive hole 
to fill following the 
departure of Joe Hart 
-and it’s going to be 
nigh impossible to 
replace him like 
for like. 

Hart was a 
brilliant keeper 

but also a huge 
character in the 
dressing room. 

You could see 

the influence he 
had on the side 
and he really 
bought into life at 
Parkhead. 

Hart is a born 
winner and it was 
a match made in 
heaven for him at 
Celtic, coming at 
a time when he 
admitted his 
career was 
starting to drift. 

But weve had 


all the goodbyes. Now it's time 
for the new man to come in and 
take the gloves. 

I can't see Scott Bain or Benji 
Siegrist stepping up so the 
recruitment department will be 
on the case for the new man 
between the sticks. 

There has been a lot of talk 
around the likes of Newcastle's 
Martin Dubravka and Peter 
Vindahl Jensen at Sparta Prague. 

A lot of fans would love to see 
Liverpools Caiomhin Kelleher 
at Parkhead but I cant see that 
one happening, unless it's on 
some kind ofloan deal. 

Kelleher is highly regarded at 
Anfield and even if he was 
allowed toleave, there would be 
a queue of Premier League clubs 
ready to throw money at him. 

Dubravka sounds a more 
realistic target. 

Look, he's no Hart, who 
arrived at Celtic as a Premier 
League winner with 75 caps 
for England. 

Theres no way Celtic will be 
able to replace that kind of 
experience. But Dubravka is at 
a similar stage of his career as 
Hart was before his move. 

At 35 he probably has one 
more big move in him. He has 
played a lot of games for 
Newcastle in the last year but 


isnt going to be first choice. 
There's every chance he saw 
what Hart achieved at Celtic 
and fancies a bit ofthat himself. 

Does he sit tight and ride out 
his final year at Newcastle as a 
back up, or perhaps drop down 
the divisions in England to get 
a regular game? 

Or does he come to Celtic, 
play every week and be in with 
the chance of winning 
silverware while playing in the 
Champions League? 

Iknow what I would be doing. 
It sounds like hes waiting until 
after the Euros to make any 
decision and that's fair enough. 
If he has a decent tournament 
with Slovakia then there could 
be more options. 

Celtic need to keep gf 
their options open too i 
because it's such an 
important role. 

Some people might 
think its easy being a ‘@ 
Celtic keeper. After all, 
most weeks you might 
not have much to do. 

Thats what makes it tough 
though. Parkhead 
No.ls might 
have to go 
through spells 
in games with 
not much 
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happening - and then make the 
saves that can be crucial when 
it comes to tallying up points. 

That's what made Hart such 
a good No.1 at the club and why 
he was so popular with fans. 

It was big saves at big 
moments. It also takes big 
character. Hart had it in spades 
and that is what will be required 
for his replacement. 

We've seen in recent years 
when Celtic have got it right - 
and when they ve got it wrong. 

You look at the likes of 
Fraser Forster and Craig 
Gordon, top keepers with the 
right mentality for the club. 

Then you look at Vasilis 

Barkas, who arrived with

During his short

Celtic need a keeper who can 
produce the goods when called 
into action and then pull out the 
stops when it matters in the 
Champions League - where he 
will be busy. 

There is time to get the 
recruitment up and running 
but they also can't afford to 
hang about. 

Rangers have already got the 
ball rolling with new signings 
but I dont think Celtic should 
panic too much about what's 
happening across the city. 

Rangers need a total rebuild. 

There is less work required at 
Celtic but that doesnt mean 
they can hang about. 

Thelessons from last summer 
have to be learned. They cant 
afford to go into the European 
campaign looking as under- 
cooked as they did last season. 

Rodgers managed to turn 
around a season of transition 
into one of trophy triumph but 
they dont want to be making it 
difficult for themselves again. 

Ideally, Rodgers will have 
some of his big targets in the 
building for the start of 
pre-season, rather than waiting 
until the end ofthe window. 

I get that it's not always so 
straightforward. But Celtic cant 
muck about and with money in 
the bank, supporters arent likely 
to be patient. They want to see 
therecruitment drive under way 

but a No.1 has to be top priority.

IT was exactly 10 hours before 
kick-off. 

The chimes of the Rathaus 
Glockenspiel rang around 
Marienplatz at the New City Hall 
in the centre of Munich.

Yesterday, like every day at 11am, 
they echoed through the air. 

Only punctuated by the faint 
sound of a Super John McGinn 
song in the distance. 

It felt symbolic. With the streets 
around the famous clock filled with 
Saltires, kilts and dark blue shirts, 
it felt like fate.

WE could be kind to Steve Clarke 
and his players and put it all 
down to stage fright. 

Or simply attempt to sum up the 
whole nightmarish experience as a 
soul-crushing, pride-swallowing, 
disappointment. 

But nobody would buy it. 

Or at least not anyone who had 
the stomach to watch this 
catastrophic opening-night 
butchering to its ultimate and 
inevitable conclusion. 

The truth is, this beating was more 
savage than even the scoreline 
suggests. 

It was an embarrassment 
bordering on a national humiliation. 

And worst of all, as good as the 
Germans were - and they were 
infuriatingly rampant - it was also 
largely self-inflicted. 

On the very night that the world 
tuned in to see what Clarke and his 
vastly improved team are really all 
about, the manager and his players 
took it in turn to malfunction and 
lose sight ofthe very attributes which 
had brought them onto this stage in 
the first place. 

It was a truly hideous watch. An 
agonisingly one-sided ordeal of a 
football match as Florian Wirtz 
started the rout, Jamal Musiala 
added to it and Kai Havertz made it 
three before half-time. 

Substitute Niclas Fullkrug put the 
hosts 4-0 up in the second half and 
was denied a fifth by an offside ruling 
before Antonio Rudiger took pity on 
us and stuck one into the roof of his 
own net. 

This was Scotland's only effort on 
target all night. 

But this pummelling was 
completed in added time when 
another German sub, this time Emre 
Can, fired home from distance. 

And, over the course of 90 
traumatic minutes, it robbed the 
country of the last fumes of the 
feel good factor which Clarke had 
stuck in Scotland's tank by taking us 
all here. 

Indeed, the longer it went on, the 
more it all felt like a seriously bad 
idea going to all this bother, amid 
such misplaced anticipation. 

It was hard enough for the Tartan 
Army foot soldiers with tickets to get 
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into the Allianz Arena in the first 
place given that UEFAs organisation 
outside was also utterly chaotic. 

Theyre making a habit of it, 
seemingly without learning any 
lessons. 

But then, the same could be said 
for Scotland. 

Because, when the Tartan Army 
did breach the perimeters to get 
inside, they discovered another 
potential error of judgment was 
waiting there for them. 

Even worse, this one was all 
Clarke's doing. 

The manager had one major call 
to make and, in doing so, he left Billy 
Gilmour on the bench to make room 
for Ryan Christie. 

Even before a ball had been 
kicked, it seemed a mystifyingly 
risky call and no one looked more 
befuddled by it than Christie. 

Rather than deploy Gilmour in the 
interests of holding onto the ball, he 
opted for someone better suited to 
chasing around after it in the hope 
that Christie's forward running power 
might do the Germans greater 
damage. It was a monumental 
miscalculation. 

Elsewhere, Anthony Ralston got 
the nod at right-back and Ryan 
Porteous was at the heart of 
Scotland's three-man defence. 

All big decisions, admittedly, but 
not in the same ball park as leaving 
Gilmour on the sidelines. 

Still, the volcanic din which 
greeted the first sighting of 
Scotlands players emerging for their 
warm-up suggested that spirits had 
not been too badly burned. 

By the time the anthems were 
being belted out, after the fireworks 
of the opening ceremony and the 
emotion of a tribute to Franz 
Beckenbauer, the place had taken 
on its own life form. 

And it was about to eat this 
Scotland side alive. 

Clarke's players froze as if over- 
come and paralysed by stage fright. 

Yes, in the opening minutes Gunn 
saved one from Wirtz when the 
dangerman had darted in behind. 
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Porteous then did well to stop the 
Bayer Leverkusen man getting 
through again and Kieran Tierney 
provided crucial cover when Musiala 
outstripped Andy Robertson. 

But the tone had been set. 

Scotland were being taken apart 
and resorting to the aimless, long 
ball, hit and hope tactics which left 
such a scar on their last opening 
night in the Euros against the 
Czech Republic. 

It was the same old dross. The 
wrong team, the wrong tactics and 
at precisely the wrong time. 

That it took 10 minutes for the 
first goal to arrive was really the 
only surprise. 

That it was scored so easily was 
no shock at all. 

Toni Kroos was afforded time and 
space to zip a 50-yard crossfield ball 
into the feet of Joshua Kimmich. 

The full-back was allowed to bring 
it down without being harassed by 
Robertson before picking out Wirtz 
on the edge of the box. 

Remarkably, he wasnt closed 
down either as he wrapped a shot 
towards goal which Gunn should 
have saved but fisted in offthe post. 

It was 2-0 in 18 minutes when 
Ralston lost Havertz as the Arsenal 
man dashed into Scotland's box. 

His lay-off teed up Musiala and a 
split second later it was crashing 
high into Gunns net. 

Scotland survived a penalty scare 
soon after when Christie clattered 


into a stupid tackle on Musiala only | 


to be spared by VAR. 

But the spot-kick did eventually 
come on the stroke of half-time 
when Porteous reverted to bad old 
habits and launched into a two- 
footed tackle on Ilkay Gundogan 
which could have broken the 
Barcelona mans ankle. 

This time the replays were used 
as evidence for the prosecution. 

Porteous was shown a straight 
red card and Havertz sent Gunn 
the wrong way from the spot. 

It was becoming excruciating 
now but, in truth, Scotland were 
lucky to go inside at the break 
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only three goals and one man down. 
Clarke, perhaps from stubbornness, 
only made one change at the interval. 

He replaced Adams with Grant 
Hanley and asked Christie to lead 
theline even though he seemed shell- 
shocked and shot of all confidence. 

It was now only a matter of 
trying to limit the damage the hosts 
were inflicting. 

That too looked like a long shot, 
especially when Wirtz and Havertz 
were replaced by Leroy Sane and 
Fullkrug for the last half hour, with 
both looking to get their teeth into 
a badly bloodied victim. 

It took the latter just six minutes 
to take a bite, latching onto Hanley's 
stumble to rifle home from 16 yards. 

Seconds earlier, but lamentably 
too late, Clarke had sent on Gilmour 
for Callum McGregor with Kenny 
McLean replacing John McGinn. 

Those looked like changes made 
with Wednesday in mind - when 
we face Switzerland in Cologne - 
evenif right now, it feels like a fairly 
pointless, hopeless exercise. 

There was the minor relief of 
Fullkrug being denied a quick-fire 
second goal when the computer 
caught him half a yard offside and, 
mercifully said no to Germanys fifth. 

Four minutes from time, there was 
the consolation of Scott McKennas 
header being deflected into his own 
net by Rudiger. 

But the token joy didnt last long 
before Can beat Gunn with another 
shot which the keeper couldnt reach. 

The fact is Scotland's Euros are not 
yetover even ifthis did feel very much 
like the end of the world.

Thats why we used these 
players for the qualifiers and not 
just for the final tournament. We 
have a great mix in the squad’ 

Meanwhile, battle-hardened 


Attila Fiola had surgery last month 
but is ready to put his shoulder to 
the wheel to get Hungary off to 
winning ways in Germany. 

The experienced Fehervar star 
suffered a shoulder injury last 
month but has battled back to be 
part of Marco Rossi's squad. 

Itis the third time the 34-year-old 
has gone under the knife in the last 
year but he has been working hard 
on his fitness to make sure hes 
ready to shine at Euro 2024. 

Fiola said: “At the beginning of 
May I had my seventh operation of 
my career, in the last year or so I 
have been operated on three times. 

“Due to that omission I dont have 
the match fitness necessary for 
international level but I am trying 
to compensate for this lag with 
extra work (on the training ground). 

"I'm going through a difficult 
period but Tm a tenacious kid, that's 
why I can be here at the Euros.’ 

Fiola has won over 50 caps and 


was part of the Hungarian squad 
who last took on the Swiss back in 
the 2018 World Cup qualifying. 

The Magyars lost both games and 
ended up finishing third in the 
group - a whopping 14 points 
behind Switzerland and Portugal. 

Fiola was part of that Hungary 
team but insists they have vastly 
improved since then. 

He said: “The Swiss are a 
compact team, most of their 
players play in the Bundesliga, 
at the highest level. 

“Seven years ago, we were in the 
same World Cup qualifying group 
but we did not achieve much 
success. We lost both matches but 
since then a lot has changed for 
both national teams. 

“We have analysed them 
thoroughly, we expect a tough 
match on Saturday, but we are 
mainly focusing on our own game. 

“Our current national team is 
very strong as a unit, I think that 


team unity and community have 
never been so good in the squad. 
This may be the biggest strength of 
the team. 

“Of course, there are still 
individuals but at the same time 
the ability to fight characterises the 
team better than before” 

Coach Rossi saw his team’s 
14-game unbeaten run end against 
the Republic of Ireland earlier this 
month but believes Hungary have 
nothing to fear in a group that also 
contains Germany and Scotland. 

Rossi said: “This will be our third 
Euros in a row so were really happy 
to bein Germany. 

“We're aware that were in a 
difficult group, although perhaps 
notas much as in thelast European 
Championships. 

"But we are not afraid of 
taking on challenges.

SWISS legend Kubilay Turkyilmaz reckons they have 
blundered by not taking former Rangers striker Cedric 
Itten to the Euros.

But Turkyilmaz - Switzerland's all-time record 
goalscorer with 34 goals in 64 appearances - can't believe 
they didn't include former Ibrox flop Itten in their squad 
after he helped Young Boys to the Swiss title this season.

Ukraine 
could 


face up 
to UEFA

THERE are UEFA rules 
against making political 
statements in stadiums at 
the Euros. 

But they may be harder 
than ever to police at a 
tournament that is among 
Europes strongest shared 
cultural experiences. 

Euro 2024 in Germany is 
being played over the next 
month when unity is fragile 
across the continent. 

Ukraine is competing 
against the backdrop ofthe 
war at home against Russia 
and its fans have already 
used qualifying games to 
make their point by 
displaying politically 
charged banners. 

More ofthe same can be 
expected in Germany and 
could test the limits of 
UEFAs disciplinary code. 

Ukraine was fined by 
UEFA following both of its 
two qualifying play-off wins 
in March. 

However, UEFA did not 
open a disciplinary case 
relating to other banners 
that called Russia “a 


terrorist state" and 
criticised the UN. 
That message compared 


the current situation in 
Ukraine to Srebrenica in 
1995,the site ofa massacre 
of Bosnian Muslims by 
Bosnian Serbs during war 
in the former Yugoslavia. 

That highlights the 
difficult balance. 

And UEFA itself cannot 
avoid playing politics in 
football, having banned 
Russian teams from 
international competitions 
since February 2022. 

"UEFA is fining Ukraine 
after every game at the 
moment because of Azov 
symbols; Ronan Evain, of 
the UEFA-recognised 
Football Supporters Europe 
group, said in a recent 
interview. "It is a bit of a 
grey area. Some things can 
be fine and allowed at 
home and then not abroad’ 


EURO 
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PICKFORD HITS BULLSEYE: 
TEAM'S MENTALITY IS KEY 


DON'T doubt that Jordan Pickford is 
in Germany to win. 

England's goalkeeper wasn't too 
happy about losing a friendly game of 
darts to a radio reporter before he sat 
down to talk about his chances of 
hitting the bullseye in the Euros.

Luke Shaw 
isn't fit for the opening game with 
Serbia tomorrow and might only be a 
substitute against Denmark on Thursday. 

John Stones, who has had injury 
and illness concerns, is likely to play 
alongside rookie Marc Guehi, with 
Kieran Trippier set to fill in at left-back. 

Pickford said: “I don't think it 
affects us. There are a lot of new lads 
but they've been to major 
tournaments at younger levels. 

“The senior lads can help the young 
lads if need be - but they're top players 
and don't really need much help." 

Pickford's only winner's medal is 


from the 2016 Toulon Tournament, 
when Southgate was in charge of 
England's Under-21s. But he believes 
his experience fighting relegation 
battles with Everton is just as valuable 
as the success stories he hears from 
team-mates at Real Madrid, Bayern 
Munich and Manchester City. 

Pickford said: "You've got lads here 
like Jude (Bellingham) who's just won 
the Champions League. Stonesy, he 
won the Treble. He's just won the 
league for the fourth year in a row. 

"Harry Kane scores goals for fun 
and Declan (Rice) had a fantastic 
season at Arsenal. 

“I've had positives and negatives at 
Everton. But you also learn from fighting 
for your lives in the Premier League. 

"You'll have highs and lows in a 
tournament and that's where you've 
got to be mentally strong. That's why 
I'm here. My mentality is key. | still 
can't believe I lost the darts!"

It wasnt meant 
to be butlook where it got 
us, and how well we did in 
that tournament.’ 
Stones, meanwhile, 
insists hes fully fit after a 
foot injury and illness. 
The defender added: “I 
was worried at first, just 
the mechanism of how it

my foot. 

“It was almost like 
straight down my foot and 
you think, Tve fractured it’. 

"I thought if I have 
fractured it, get the docs, 
tablets, injections, 
whatever, I don’t want to 
miss out.

“You think the worst at 
the start and we got some 
scans back and it was really 
minor stuff, which is great. 

“Then I havent been that 
ill in ... I couldnt tell you 
how long. 

"It was a real rough 36 
hours and I was glad to get 
through training on 
Thursday. 

"Now I feel great. Really 
good. I feel great physically 


and I am looking forward 
to it now: 

Stones spoke with so 
much belief and passion 
about playing for England 
from the moment he 
walked into his room at 
their luxury training resort 
and finding a presentation 
box which was laid on for 
every player. 

There were pictures, 
handwritten notes and 
keepsakes to make them 
feel at home. 

And Stones revealed his 
partner put one in of him 
with his dad while at 
Barnsley as a kid. 

That brought it all home 
to him about how far he 
has come in his career and 
also just remembering 
himself as that wide-eyed 
kid, so that the pressure 
never gets to him. 

The centre-back said: 
“That kind of goes back to 
making it all relatable and 


what you love, what you 
play football for and what 
you have always done. 

“People will feel pressure 
in different ways and deal 
with it in different ways.

Euro 1960 Semi-final: Parc des Princes, 
Paris, Wednesday, July 6 
THE first European Championship was 
something of an experiment but it threw 
up one of the greatest matches in the 
competition's history. 

Everything was in place for France and it 
was hard to argue a case against the host 
nation lifting the trophy. After all, it was a 
Frenchman who had come up with the 
idea of a championship between countries 
some 40 years earlier. 

Football administrator Henri Delaunay 
had the idea in the 1920s but, with the 
Second World War and political upheaval, 
it wasn't until 1960 that his plan was 
realised. The Henri Delaunay Trophy was 
named in honour of the founding father of 
the tournament and is still played for to 
this day. 

The fact that most of the UEFA power- 
brokers were French also seemed 
compelling enough reason to stage the 
inaugural event in Paris. 

Some of today's footballing giants didn't 
sign up for the event - England, West 
Germany and Italy all declining, in a move 
that seemed reminiscent of clubs who 
chose to ignore the European Cup when it 
started some five years earlier. 

Imagine clubs or countries choosing not 
to enter now. 

By the time a series of 1960 
qualification games were done, it left the 
hosts in one semi-final against Yugoslavia 
while Russia took on Czechoslovakia in 
the other. So the pressure was on France. 

They had dazzled at the 1958 World 
Cup, finishing third, and a crowd of just 
over 26,000 attended the first European 
Championship semi-final. 

All seemed to be going to plan when Les 
Bleus recovered from an early setback to 
put their stamp on the game. 

Within a minute of Milan Galic firing the 
Slavs ahead 11 minutes into the game, 
Jean Vincent pegged them back and a 
second goal from Francois Huette sent 
them in 2-1 up at the break. 

Early in the second half France went 3-1 
up only to concede another but Huette's 
second goal took France into the final 15 
minutes 4-2 up. 

Some of the home fans were already 
making their way out of the stadium when 
Tomislav Knez grabbed a goal back and 
those that stayed must have left in a daze 
as Drazan Jerkovic floored them with two 
goals inside a minute. 

Three goals in four minutes sent the 
French out and the Yugoslavs to the final.

had ran onto the pitch. 

The Danish pair 
simultaneously broke our 
hearts and filled them full of 
admiration at the same time. 

The rest of Eriksen's team- 
mates - turned away from 
him with a bewildered look 
on their faces and tears in 
their eyes - formed a ring of 
steel around him as he 
received treatment. 

Thanks to the miraculous 
work done by medics the 
midfielder had regained 
consciousness by the time 
he was taken off the pitch. 
He could breathe again and 
so could all of us. 

"|t was weird because | 
didn't expect people to send 
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flowers because I'd died for 
five minutes," was the 
midfielder's fairly matter of 
fact take on it six months 
after the incident. 

An operation required 
him to have an implantable 
cardioverter defibrillator 
(ICD) device fitted, 
something which forced him 
to leave Inter Milan as they 
are banned in Serie A. 

But after resuming his 
career at Brentford then 
Manchester United, Eriksen 
is back on the Euros stage in 
Stuttgart. He's not quite as

“He can certainly give us advice on 
what's gone down in history.’

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few in Italy doubt the ability of their 
new national captain between the 
sticks, much ofthe talk among fans 
has been ofthe other end ofthe pitch.
